Shortage Until Next Spring 


There’s no relief in Upland’s 
housing shortage until next spring, 
local real estate dealers agreed to- 
day, and even then it won’t be 
enough to be very noticeable. 

In the meantime peopie are liv- 
ing the best they can and where 
they can, with many of them pay- | 
ing astronomical figures for mod- 
est iittle homes just so they can 
have a roof over their heads. 

Homes which used to sell for 
$3500 or $4000 a few years ago are 
being eagerly gobbled up at prices 
ell the way from $6000 to $8000 
and in some areas of California 
ever higher. 

WHERE FROM 

“This situation doesn’t exist only 
in Upland but all over the state of 
California,” one real estate man 
declared. 

“Then they say we don’t have in- 
flation,” another added. 

“But where did all these people 
come from? What happened to all 
the houses we used to see in Up- 
Jand ?” 

The people have come from 
every state in the Union, being 
drawn by the California climate 
and the increasing amount of cp- 
portunity. Many servicemen who 
have passed through California on 
their way to the Pacific, and those 
who have been stationed here per. 
manently, are sending for their 
families and want to make their 
homes here.

“Many people don’t want to 
build if they could because the 
OPA won't tell them how much 
rent they can charge until after

Prospects for a good navel or- 
ange crop this winter seems as- 
sured judging from preliminary 
estimates that can be made at this 
time, Harry B. Harlow, manager 
of.the Ontario-Cucamonga Fruit 
oxcharige, said today. 

In anticipation of this, packing 
houses in this area are making 
preparations to handle the crop 
quickly and efficiently, Mr. Har- 
low said. 

Harvesting of Valencia oranges 
is practically over in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. The crop is now esti- 
mated at 76,000 cars, a decrease of 
1000 cars since a month ago. It is 
sti]l a record, however, and far 
ahead of the 61,600 cars produced 
in the previcus banner year of 
1941. 

The date harvest is virtually ai 
an end, after a crop loss of 25 to 
80 per cent due to heavy rains and 
high humidity. Malagas, Ribiers 
and juice varieties of grapes con- 
tinue to move from the Bakersfield 
avea. Karly rains and peor drying 
weather have seriously damaged 
the raisin crop in the San Joaquin 
Valley. forcing growers to turn to 
by-preducts. Grapes, however, con-
